Former armed servicemen now work as parish secretaries

NATIONAL CITY — A novelty of 
being a male parish secretary is telephone 
callers sometimes assume the male voice 
on the line belongs to a priest. 


If the question is routine, like ‘‘Father, 
what time is Mass offered?’’ Richard 
Irvine and Frank Nugent might not 
correct the caller. But if the matter is 
more personal, they rapidly identify 
themselves as a parish  secretary- 
bookkeeper. 


IRVINE HAS worked at St. Mary 
Church, National City, for three years, 
and Nugent has been at Good Shepherd 
Church, Mira Mesa, about six years. 


“To some people. it is a little 
astounding’’ that St. Mary’s has a male 
secretary, Irvine said, but, ‘‘I don’t think 
I’ve ever found any difficulty in being 
accepted in the position.”’ 


Irvine served 20 years in the Air Force 


as a first sergeant and a sergeant major. 
He was also an administrative assistant 
and worked on a special project for the 
Pentagon. 


AFTER THE Air Force he studied 
bookkeeping at a business school. Later, 
he was assistant manager in a federally- 
funded housing project. ‘‘General 
administration has been my. basic 
background,”’ Irvine said. ‘‘Bookkeeping 
is the same whether you are counting 
people or dollars or nuts and bolts.”’ 


Irvine admits he had some difficulty 
making the transition from working for 


~ the military to laboring for the Church. 


“As a first sergeant I could yell at people. 
I can’t do that anymore.” 


The parish job came to Irvine when the 
former secretary had to leave for health 
reasons. The priest asked him to fill in 
“‘and it more or less evolved from that.’’ 


HE ENJOYS the variety of being a 


parish secretary-bookkeeper. ‘“The 
constant -variety’’ of his job includes 
keeping sacramental records, compiling 
the bulletin, typing, answering phones 
and the rectory door, dealing with the 
collection and updating the parish 
register. Record-keeping at St. Mary’s is

be oming computerized, so for now, 
records are posted by hand and in the 
computer. 


Male and female parish secretaries 
need the same qualities, Irvine said. 
Patience, listening rather than talking and 
trying ‘‘to be as nice as possible’’ are 
important because ‘‘for some people the 
person who comes to the door or answers 
the phone, to them, represents the entire

SAN DIEGO — Nearly 300 people 
turned out July 28 for an inauguration 
ceremony of a mural which will bring 
together two neighboring communities 
striving to beautify their surroundings. 


Our Lady of Angels Community 
Organization and the Sherman Action 
Community, of the San Diego 
Organizing Project, will work together to 
paint the mural entitled Labor in San 
Diego. The idea for the mural evolved in 
March 1983 but, because permits and 
details had to be worked out, it has taken 
until now to begin the work on the 
project. 


AMONG THOSE on hand for the 
ribbon-cutting ceremony were Father 
Edward Brockhaus, pastor of Our Lady 
of Angels Church; Jesuit Father Richard 
Brown, pastor of Our Lady of Guadalupe 
Church; and Jesuit Father Robert 
Fambrini, pastor of Christ the King 
Church. The three priests blessed the 
mural project and prayed that it would 
unite the neighboring communities of 
Sherman and Logan Heights. 


The mural will be painted on the 
southwest wall’ -of the Social Services 
Department building at 25th Street and 
Imperial Avenue. While a team of local 
artists are expected to do most of the 
work, community members were asked to 
pick up a paint brush and lend a hand 
whenever they happen to pass by. 


Father Brockhaus, who was involved in 
the mural project approval effort, said he 
expects it will improve the neighborhood. 
He feels the Church should reach out to 
the community, so he has been involved 
with SDOP since it started in 1980, he 
said. 


WE NEED to make our community a 
better place to live, Father Brockhaus 
said. SDOP is working to improve the 
area by getting absentee landlords to 
clean up their property and it allows 
people to take control of their 
neighborhoods and their lives, he added. 


SDOP is. based on_ similiar 
organizations founded elsewhere by Jesuit 
priests, Father Brown said. Involving 
people in bettering their neighborhoods 
has worked in Orange County’ and 
Oakland, he said. 


SDOP ‘‘helps people to help 
themselves,’’ Father Brown said. People 
can not expect just priests or anyone else 
to make their neighborhoods better — 
they have to become involved, he said.

Briefs 


NO DISPLAY — A nativity scene 
erected in Birmingham, Mich., is 
unconstitutional because it promoted only 
one set of religious beliefs, a federal judge 
in Detroit ruled July 23. It appeared to be 
the first ruling on the constitutionality of 
displays since the U.S. Supreme Court 
decision in March that a Rhode Island 
Christmas scene which included a creche 
was constitutional. Howard Simon, 
executive director of the Detroit Civil 
Liberties Union, said the Birmingham 
case differed from the earlier case because 
while Birmingham erected only a creche, 
the city-owned display in Pawtucket, 
R.I., was part of a larger Christmas 
display which included such secular 
decorations as a Santa’s house, reindeer 
and candy canes. 

ARCHBISHOP DEAD — Cuban 
Archbishop Evelio Diaz y Cia died July 
21 in Havana, Vatican Radio reported. 
Archbishop Diaz y Cia headed the 
Archdiocese of Havana, Cuba, for more 
than a decade after Fidel Castro came to 
power. He was 82. The Archbishop 
headed the archdiocese from 1959 until 
his retirement for health reasons in 1970. 
His funeral was held in Havana July 22. 


AGAINST APARTHEID — The 
Vatican’s strong position against 
apartheid, South Africa’s system of racial 
segregation, was praised by Bishops’ 
Conference Father Smangaliso 
Mkhatshwa after an informal meeting 
with Pope John Paul II July 22. Pope 
John Paul ‘‘understands our situation 
very well,’’ Father Mkhatshwa said. The 
Vatican’s position against apartheid was 
unaffected by the Papal audience July 11 
with South African Prime Minister P.W. 
Botha, he said. 


LENS IN — Mother Teresa of 
Calcutta is expected to come to Pittsburgh 
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Diplomate of the American Board of 
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for surgery for the removeal of cataracts 
and the implant of a lens in her left eye, a 
spokesman for a Pittsburgh Medical 
Center said. No date has been set for 
surgery on the 73-year-old Nobel Peace 
Prize winner and founder of the 
Missionaries of Charity. 


CATHOLIC SPIRITS — Henry’s 
Hideaway in Pompano Beach, Fla., is no 
ordinary cocktail lounge. Operated on the 
grounds of a Catholic Church as a private 
club with a state liquor license, it mixes 
drinks with parish community spirit. The 
goal of the club “‘is to help people to have 
better communications with each other 
and become more happy and holy. We 
want to bring families back to the Church 
as the center, not only of their religious 
lives, but also of their social lives such as 
in the old days,’’ said Father James 
Reynolds, pastor of St. Henry Church 
where the club in located. 


VIOLATIONS SURVEY — As a 
step toward forming its first justice and 
peace commission, the Catholic Church 
in Zambia is taking a survey of human 
rights violations there. Zambian 
Catholics were asked to record the most 
serious instances of social injustice, 
including corruption, abuse of power, 
neglect of rural areas and unemployment. 


AID TO AFRICANS — The United 
States and other governments will be 
urged to increase aid to the estimated five- 
million Africans uprooted by political 
turmoil and one of the continent’s worst 
droughts by three U.S. Bishops who have 
recently returned from a tour of African 
refugee centers. The Bishops planned to 
meet with Catholic Relief Services as well 
as with State Department officials and 
Congressional groups. i 


NO CREDITS — The Democratic 
vice presidential candidate, Geraldine 
Ferraro, will join her running mate 
Walter F. Mondale in opposing tuition 
tax credits in spite of her previous support 
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for the legislation. ‘‘Fritz Mondale and I 
disagree on the issue of tuition tax credits. 
But as his vice president, I will support 
whatever position he takes on that 
particular issue. It is his judgment that 
that is not the direction to go, and I would 
support his position,’’ she said July 26. 


CHILD ABUSE — The Senate 
unamimously approved legislation July 
26 making any failure to provide 
treatment or nourishment to a severely 
deformed infant with a chance for life a 
form of child abuse. The vote was 89-0. 
The government’s role in the issue has 
been the source of national debate since 
1982, when an Indiana baby with Down’s 
syndrome died of starvation after his 
parents rejected surgery to correct a 
malformed esophagus. 


NEW AUXILIARY BISHOP —

Right across the Pacific Ocean from 
here there’s a big celebration during 
August. It is the 150th anniversary of 
the first Catholic mnissionaries to 


Papeete, Polynesia. The pioneers were . 


the Sacred Heart Fathers and it was on

The movement gathers groups of 15 
persons together who mutually promise 
to pray the 15 mysteries of the Rosary 
each day. Each member of the group is 
responsible for one of the mysteries in

RELIGIOUS TIES — USS.

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Doctrine “needed” 
in CCD classes

OLD TOWN — Children want and 
need to be taught doctrine in their 
catechism classes, said a physician who 


was guest speaker at the July 25 meeting 
of the Serra Club. 


Children ‘have got to know the 
directions’’ or they will be lost Catholics, 
Dr. Franklin J. Dailey, a Riverside Serra 
Club member said to the local group. The 
Serra Club, which meets monthly at 
Padre Trail Inn for a business luncheon, 
is a men’s organization dedicated to 
fostering vocations. 


FORTY YEARS .ago, theré were 
plenty of priests and nuns, he said. The 
current vocations shortage, Dr. Dailey 
opined, can be linked to poor religious 
education after Vatican II. 


After Vatican II ‘‘many of our 
educators decided we should change 
directiun and not teach doctrine 
anymore.’’ 


Dr. Dailey discovered his son’s 
Catholic high school had no courses on 
church doctrine or history or on the Bible. 
He pleaded with a school administrator to 
offer a doctrine course but was told the 
students would not be interested in it. 


‘WHEN DR. Dailey offered to pay the 
salary of a teacher for the class, the 
administrator said if Dr. Dailey would 
teach the course, it would be offered. 


“‘T found these kids turned on like you 
would not believe.’’ As a result of his 
success, the school’ now offers ‘‘basic’’ 
programs in church doctrine and history, 
he said. 

When basic courses are given to youth, 
vocations result, he said. He cited 
Magdalen College in New Hampshire. 
Thirty-three percent of the men who have 
graduated from that Catholic institution 
reportedly went on to study for the 
priesthood. 


STUDENTS THERE are required to 
study apologetics and theology. ‘‘This is 
what happens when we do educate our 
young people,”’ he said. 

He quoted Pope John Paul II on the 
need to return to rote memorization in 
catechetics and Cardinal Joseph 
Ratzinger on the ‘‘grave mistake’’ of 
suppressing the traditional catechism: of 
pre- Vatican II days. 


He encouraged the Serrans to accept 
their ‘responsibility as parents and to 
monitor their children’s catechism 
classes. “Sit down and find out what your 
child knows about their faith.’’ 


“IT IS the parents’ obligation to see 
they (the children) have been taught,’’ he 
added. 


To each Serran he gave a tape by him 
of ‘“‘How the Catholic Church is the 
Same, and How it is Different from Other 
Christian Churches,’’ and _ several 
pamphlets he authored. Some of the 
pamphlets carry the imprimatur of Bishop 
Phillip Straling of the Diocese of San 
Bernardino.

HE WENT on a Cursillo weekend and 
worked on other Cursillos. There, he 
discovered he could even open up around 
other men. ‘‘Men have to loosen up...be 
human beings...there’s nothing wrong 
with crying.”’ 

“*Youth is where it’s at,’’ Tom came to 
discover. They ‘‘are the future of the 
Church.’’ 


“The Church is coming back to the 
people. If I want to change it, I have to 
get involved with my parish and the 
priests,’’ he said. 


WHILE HE was in the military, Tom 
viewed priests as symbols. They were the 
Church to him, But, when he came to San 
Diego, he realized that his parish 
belonged to him. ‘‘We can’t expect 
Father to-do it all,’’ he said. 


Many Catholics want to know why the 
Church is doing one thing or another, he 
said. But he feels that one should get 
involved ‘with their parish rather than 
complain.

Do nurses have a right to unionize? 


A friend, an experienced labor journalist now in his 70s, was 
horrified by the recent nurses’ strike in Minnesota. He sees the 
strike as an ominous sign that the labor movement is in danger of 
losing its ethical and moral bearings. 


In his view, nurses have the right to organize for the purpose of 
collective bargaining but they do not have the right to strike. 


HE’S NOT alone in his views. A number of people maintain 
that nurses do not even have the right to organize. 


Well, what about it? 
— Do nurses have a right to join a union? 
— Do they have the right to strike? 


These are two separate and distinct questions which ought to - 


be considered separately and calmly in the light of ethical 
principles. 


UNQUESTIONABLY NURSES have the right to join a 
union, sentimental tradition to the contrary notwithstanding. 
They have as valid a right as carpenters or bricklayers. It even 
can be argued that nurses ought to join a union. It makes no 
sense to try to substitute membership in a purely professional 
nurses’ association for membership in a bona fide trade union. 


But what about the right to strike? 


Ideally, I suppose, nurses’ unions ought to surrender the right 
to strike — voluntarily of course. 


BUT IF they do voluntarily adopt a no-strike pledge, it then 
becomes the duty of their public and private employers to 
provide an adequate substitute for the strike weapon. 


Methods will have to be developed by ‘which nurses can 
effectively appeal their economic grievances without resorting to 
the strike. Unfortunately such methods, by and large, do not 
exist at the present time. 


What’s the answer? The answer is unionization plus a change 
of heart on the part of public and private health-care 
administrators. 


THE PROBLEM won’t be solved by piously telling nurses, 
as they have been told in the past, that nurses who attach more 
importance to their professional ideals than their paychecks do 
not join unions. That’s self-serving hokum. 


Nurses who belong to bona fide unions are just as idealistic as 
their sentimental critics — and much more realistic. 


As a matter of fact, one could argue that nurses who have 
reluctantly excercised the right to strike have rendered a service 
by calling the public’s attention to the seriousness of the nursing 
crisis. 


THIS IS not to say that nurses ought to strike, except in very 
unusual circumstances. But you can’t stop strikes with empty 
sentiment. Instead of wasting too much sympathy on the 
aggrieved and offended general public, it might be more 
constructive to remind the public that it now is being repaid for 
decades of neglect. of nurses’ legitimate claims. 


In other words, if the public has some rights, it also has some 
duties. And if nurses have some duties to the public, they also 
have some rights. 


Many nurses have concluded (and rightly so in my opinion) 
that they will have to unionize if they want to protect these rights 
and if they want to advance their economic welfare. 


IF THIS is unprofessional, then the word ‘‘professional’’ is in 
need of a new and much more realistic definition.

Childlike faith 


More than once in the Gospels Christ 
pointed out that we who are older would 
do well to imitate some. of the 
characteristics of small children. It’s safe 
to say that Christ wasn’t telling us “‘don’t 
grow up,’’ but rather he was saying as we 
grow up some childhood virtues would be 
well worth hanging on to. 


One that immediately comes to mind is 
a child’s natural curiosity and eagerness 
to learn new things. This past May I 
officiated at a former student’s wedding 
in Chicago and in the wedding party was 
his three-year-old nephew (a situation 
which presented its own problems, but 
that’s another story) who decided he 
would ride with me from the church to the 
reception. 


Well, talk about 20> questions...and 
every time I answered one he would 
immediately come back with a ‘‘why?”’ or 
another question. Would that we could 
still have that curiosity and eagerness to 
learn new things, as Christ indicated, 
where our faith was concerned. 


Many of us, in fact, live in little 
cocoons of faith and terribly 
underestimate the need we have to keep 
building on the faith we received maybe 
long, long ago. One middle-aged social 
scientist, educated at a top university, 


_ Says she looks back on the Catholicism of 


her youth as mostly a matter of candles 
and statues all over the home. 


Another remembers that the main 
message she got out of endless sermons in 
her youth was that prayer to Our Lady of 
Fatima would solve all problems. Another 
found biblical fundamentalism too much 
for him...no, he did not believe there was 
a real ark, and no, he did not believe 
there was a whale in which Jonah became 
a sudden guest. 


In all these cases, and others like them, 
they neither received the full Gospel 
message, Nor more importantly, did they 
ever even seek it out, and so they 
remained essentially uninformed or 
misinformed Catholics’ who, 
unfortunately, spread their 
misinformation to others who think that 
what they say is the teaching of the

I suppose it is true to say most Catholics feel 
uncomfortable talking about experiences that seem 
extraordinary in the spiritual sense. Perhaps it does not 
seem humble to speak of such things — perhaps we are 
not really sure just what has been experienced and might 
be opening ourselves to ridicule or censure. 


Nevertheless, there are many people who have felt the 
life-changing or at least, mind-changing impact of 
personal spiritual revelation and the impulsion to share it. 
It is a common enough human need. We feel less alone in 
our experiences if we can share them with someone who 
understands — or even with someone who does not. In 
verbalizing what we have mainly felt we can clarify it and 
so understand it more clearly and, in time, integrate it 
into our concept of life and its meaning. 


YET THERE is at the same time, a kind of reluctance, 
an embarassment, even fear, that others may think we are 
claiming undeserved favors or holiness. In our particular 
religious tradition we have, I think, tended to look a little 
askance at claims of certain spiritual manifestations when 
they are made by the ordinary people we meet each week 
in the pews on Sundays. 

We have our own ideas about who should validly 
receive inspiration and ‘‘extraordinary’’ communications 
from God in prayer. They should be good people, saintly 
people, people not entirely of this world, people nearly 
perfect. And though we know many good people, perhaps

even saintly ones — we are not likely to consider them 
quite that good or that saintly. 


There was a time when we believed that only priests 
and nuns could aspire to true spiritual experience, but in 
recent years there has arisen the conviction that God 
blesses His people with spiritual communications and 
inspirations not because they are saints, but because they 
are ordinary people struggling as best they can towards 
living out His will in their lives. 


GOD, THANK Hin, is never elitist. He is not even 
discriminating. Thank Him again. He gives of His 
spiritual wealth and generous love as lavishly to us poor 
souls in the purgatory of the back pews as He does to the 
pope in the purgatory of his throne! We should not be 
astonished — as we always are — that He should 
condescend to gift us in this way, we who are so conscious 
of our unworthiness. After all, we know how great His 
love is for us; we know how intimately He is concerned 
with even our most minor difficulties! 


If, when we are communicating with Him, He should 
communicate in turn, with great power and impact, 
surely that is to be expected? Otherwise why do we pray? 
Do we honestly envision prayer as strictly one-sided? Of 
course not. We expect God to answer and if His response 
is more powerful than we anticipated, well, we might 
realize that He is vastly more powerful than we can 
imagine. 


When a person says something like ‘‘God: has been 
extraordinarily good to me’’ or “‘He-has gone out of His 
way to bless and help me’’ we do not need to smirk at the 
apparent egocentricity. This is just a way of praising 
God’s goodness much as the psalmists praised Him. What 
seems extraordinary is only unexpected, unanticipated. It 
does not bestow credit on the recipient, only glory to God. 


IT IS NOT that what God has done in communicating 
with us in in any way extreme for Him or in any way 
preferential. It is merely unlike anything else we might 
experience in any other context. For a brief moment we 
step deeper into life to see beyond the surface on which we 
habitually exist and perceive how much more there is to 
life than we thought. 


If we cling less to the experience itself and more to it as 
evidence of God’s wonderfully personal care for us and 
see it as a naturally loving gesture from a naturally loving 
God, then what at first seemed exceptional becomes 
predictable; what might have seemed to be fantasy is 
revealed as unshakeable reality. We are not one 
dimensional beings but we anchor ourselves so firmly in 
the mudbanks of the physical and material that when we 
are caught and lifted and carried by the flow of living 
water, it appears miraculous to us. But the water does not 
cease to flow because we are mired and it waits endlessly 
for the moment when we will have the courage to take the 
plunge. 


Awards that humble 


Every profession has its equivalent of the Olympic 
medal for excellence. In writing, ‘it’s the coveted Pulitzer 
and Nobel prize and I am no exception when it comes to 
dreaming of that someday-maybe-please-God dream, as 
unlikely as it may be. : 


But this year I have won two awards for my book, 
Traits of a Healthy Family that have made me rethink 
awards, not because they substitute for the Nobel or 
Pulitzer but because these awards bear greater meaning’ 
than just good writing. They symbolize two groups 
dedicated to highest human values and societal good. 

THE FIRST is The Christopher Award for a best 
adult book of 1983. From the time I was little, I heard 
‘about the Christophers and their good works. Their 
motto, ‘‘It’s better to light one little candle than stumble 
in the dark,’’ was one of my mother’s repetoire, right up 
there with ‘‘Offer it up,’? and ‘‘Embrace your cross.”’ 


The Christophers are best known for their print and 


media efforts to bring people closer to God and to live’ 


caring lives. The staff, I discovered, includes warm and 
caring people who are professionally trained and 
dedicated to their apostolate. 


It was an uplifting experience to receive the medallion 
of precious metal with the motto on the back. But what I

want to share most with readers is the esteem the secular 
media assigns the Christopher Awards. While most of us 
complain about the degrading quality of literature, TV 
and movies today, the Christophers light candles by 
honoring those works that ‘‘affirm the highest values of 
the human spirit.”’ 


I DISCOVERED that secular publishers are intensely 
interested in The Christopher Awards with the New York 
Times annually publishing the winners on their editorial 
page. I am proud of my award, yes, but I am equally 
proud of the Christophers for being the presence they are 
in my profession. A Christopher Award is prestigious 
more because of the respect awarded the donors than the 
recipients. 


The second award, The Janusz Korczak Literary 
Award, represents a consortium of Jewish, Polish, and 
Holocaust groups dedicated to honoring a saintly Polish 
Jew. What makes this award special is the man after 
whom it is named. Dr. Janusz Korczak was a physician, 
educator and author who selflessly dedicated his life to the 
welfare of children. 


When the Nazis invaded Poland in 1939 Dr. Korczak 


and his 200 students were removed to the Warsaw 
Ghetto. Despite repeated attempts by friends to persuade 


him to be smuggled out of the ghetto, Korczak steadfastly 
refused to abandon his children. Finally, on Wednesday, 
Aug. 5, 1942, he received a deportation order. 


TELLING HIS students he was taking them for a 
picnic in the country, Korczak and the 200 children 
walked to the railway station where they were packed into 
cattle trucks and sent to their death in the gas chamnbers 
of Treblinka. Here is now one eyewitness described the 
scene: 


«I'll never forget that sight to the end of my 
life... Fhe children went four-by-four. Korczak went first, 
with his head held high, leading a child with each hand. 
They went to their death with a look of full contempt for 
their assassins. When the ghetto policemen saw Korczak, 
they snapped to attention and saluted. ‘Who is that man?’ 
asked the Germans.”’ 


Four books for or about children were chosen annually 
that represnt the ideals and humanity of Janusz Korczak. 
I am humbled to learn that mine was one of the four 
selected from a group of 80. I am chagrined to admit I 
knew nothing of Janusz Korczak prior to winning this 


award but I intend to make up for it by making others ' 


aware of his goodness and sacrifice in the face of evil. And 
I am deeply grateful for receiving an award which bears 
his name. 


Religious hotheads 


I’ve written elsewhere about Vatican II, comparing it 
to a social revolution, which is not yet over. Father John 
Kobler, a Chicago Passionist, has written about the U.S. 
bishops’ peace pastoral, its sources in Vatican II and with 
the theology of the ‘“New Redemption.’’ Admitting the 
urgency of so many of our problems, which Father Kobler 
sees as essentially moral, he asks the question whether 
demonstrations ‘‘and some of the other disruptive tactics 
developed over the past 20 years or so”’ are valid. His 
views on this were shaped specifically by Pope John 
XXIII’s remarks in his encyclical, Pacem in Terris. 


The pope who began Vatican II had written: “There 
are some people who in their generosity of spirit, burn 
with a desire to institute wholesale reforms whenever they 
come across situations which show scant regard for justice 
or are wholly out of keeping with its claims. One would 
think that such people were embarking on some political 
revolution.”’ 


QUITE TRUE. Issues which begin in theology or 
spirituality quickly become political fights. So many of the 
Church’s problems have become ideological questions, 
with varieties of pragmatic solutions. For example, some 
religious women who are fighting the cause for women’s 


ordination have said they prefer to boycott the Mass, 
especially on solemn occasions when there are many 
priests present. As these women see it, the Eucharist is 
now a sign of division, not of unity. By absenting selves 
from it, they want to make a political statement: it is a 
male liturgy, at which the women are excluded. They 
consider such exclusion as a form of rejection and so they 
by-pass the rite. 


This is only one instance. There are many cases in 
which social justice activists have moved into protests and 
demonstrations more filled with anger than with justice. 
In. Pacem in Terris, Pope John XXIII quotes his 
predecessor, Pius XII, who said: ‘‘Hotheadedness was 
never constructive; it has always destroyed everything. It 
has enflamed passions but never assuaged them. It sows 
no seeds but those of hatred and destruction. Far from 
bringing out the reconciliation of contending parties, it 
reduces man and political parties to the necessity of 
laboriously redoing the work of the past, building on the 
ruins that disharmony has left in its wake.’’ While said a 
quarter of a century ago, the words show a remarkable 
prophetic vision. Hotheadedness yet threatens so much of 
the constructive work that lies ahead for those who are 
dedicated to the spirit of Vatican IT. 


But it is hard to slow down activists who think that 
action now is needed. ‘‘These sins of injustice, 
discrimination and the like have gone on for centuries, so 
we cannot wait a moment longer,’’ they say, “‘we must 
eradicate them now.’’ Others will claim precipitous action 
is a cop-out; it’s a way of delaying real corrective 
measures. Is there justice in such actions? Again we are 
faced with the dilemma posed by The Constitution on the 
Church in the Modern World. Catholics may agree on the 
theological principles or social justice issues, but sincere 
and dedicated persons can disagree about the methods by 
which they are to be corrected. We agree upon the evil 
that’s there: But by what pragmatic means do Christians 
set about taking care of the situation? 


THIS CONFLICT of choices has led to so much 
polarization and bitterness present in today’s Church. It 


has moved to conflicts where one group says, ‘‘We must |

act and act now and act this way,’’ to which others, 


equally dedicated, say: ‘‘No, not this way; we need to find « 


out more facts; we need to have other opinions.’’ The 
middle man gets chewed up by both partisans. Still, 
hotheadedness never helps and we should always ask 
whether we advance a cause or whether we hinder it by 
shooting from the hip. 
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Vatican shares art 
treasures with world

Vatican City (NC) — For centuries the Vatican has 
carefully guarded its privacy. Now, however, it is using 
art and media projects to bring its images, and that of the 
papacy, to a growing worldwide audience. 


Last year’s U.S. tour of Vatican art showed the 
evangelical, cultural and financial potential of such 
projects. 

THE VATICAN’S recent emphasis on using modern 
commun.cations and its willingness to share its cultural 
heritage have left virtually no medium unused. 


In addition to the unprecedented loan of art works, 
other Vatican projects include the marketing of 
manuscript facsimiles, the sale of reproduction rights to 
the Sistine Chapel frescoes, a long-playing record using 
poems written by Pope John Paul II and Vatican- 
produced films and videocassettes about the pope. 


“The media,’’ the pope said during a_ world 
communications day talk this year, ‘‘can become, with 
their content, marvelous instruments for the diffusion of 
the Gospel in keeping with the times, in a way to reach 
even the most remote corners of the earth.’’ 

‘““BEGINNING WITH the U:S. tour, we’ve been 
trying to participate in more joint ventures,’’ said Carlo 
Pietrangeli, director of the Vatican museums. ‘‘More 
projects are on the way,”’ he said. 


This shift toward opening up the Vatican and its 
treasures began with Pope Paul VI, who wondered 
whether the church had become ‘‘jealous custodians of the 
works of the past.’’ 


Shortly afterward discussions began that led to last 
year’s U.S. tour of 237 Vatican art works in the exhibit, 
“The Vatican Collections: The Papacy and Art.’’ 


‘““WE FELT at that time we had to move out of the 
‘mausoleum’ concept and let people participate,’’ said 
American Archbishop Paul Marcinkus, one of the 
exhibit’s planners. f 


“It was sort of a return to an evangelical purpose,’’ he 
said, ““The works sent to the U.S., for example, were 
evangelical in the sense of what man is and what he’s 
trying to achieve. They represent man’s yearning for his 
best — and after all, that’s part of our job, too.”’ 


Archbishop to convicts: 
“You deserve respect’

SUGARLAND, Texas (NC) — Archbishop Patrick 
Flores of San Antonio, visiting the central unit of the 
Texas Department of Corrections, pleaded with inmates 
to respect themselves and called for support for the 
families of 35,000 inmates in 25 Texas prisons. 

His appeal to inmates was issued during a field Mass at 
the central unit here. Some 150 inmates and 50 other laity 
participated. 

THE ARCHBISHOP urged prisoners to respect 
themselves and their communities. ‘‘How can we respect 
children, elderly and churches when we don’t respect 
ourselves?’’ he asked. 


“You deserve to be respected. If you _ respect 
yourselves, you will have no problem respecting the 
elderly. You are the living God, the temple.”’ 

Archbishop Flores noted that he had been jailed three 
times while visiting missions in South America. ‘‘Even 
there I knew God was with me,”’ he said. 

AFTER THE Mass, he visited inmates collectively and 
individually. ‘‘Everyone is entitled to one mistake,’’ he 
told them. ‘‘Don’t be hard on yourself.’’ 

Later the archbishop made his appeal for inmates’ 
families, saying, ‘‘I think often the families of inmates

Archbishop Marcinkus, president of the Vatican bank, 
called the financial aspect of the art loans and media 
projects ‘‘a secondary goal.”’

out and make a lot of dough,’”’’ he said. 


Nevertheless, the financial returns on many of the 
initiatives have made it possible for some Vatican art 
departments to think of becoming financially self- 
sufficient for the first time. 


“‘We’re trying to lift from the Holy €ather this burden 
of maintaining works-of art, because people who give to 
the Church give for pastoral work, not for preserving 
statues,’’ said Walter Persegati, Vatican museunis 
secretary and comptroller. 


THE VATICAN received $580,000 from the 
Metropolitan Museum of New York to restore the works 
in the U.S. exhibit. Royalties of between 10 and 15 


‘need encouragement and support from us — like the 
Legion of Mary, Knights of Columbus and St. Vincent 
de Paul Society.”’ 


Prisoners’ families need compassion instead of being 
ostracized, he said. 


HIS INTEREST in the prison ministry dates back to 
his early days as a newly-ordained priest in Houston, 
Archbishop Flores said. Though he said he ‘‘trembled 
with fear’? on his first visit to a county jail, in the 
intervening years “‘I’ve never felt a gesture of danger 
from inmates.”’

accounted for profits described by Persegati as ‘“‘more 
than $2 million.”’

Taxes not the issue, 
jailed Rev. Moon says 


DANBURY, Conn. (NC) — The Rev. Sun Myung 
Moon, founder of the Unification Church, began serving 
an 18-month sentence for tax evasion July 20 at the 
medium-security federal correction institute here. He said 
he would move his headquarters with him to prison. - 


Other religious leaders, including Catholics, have 
expressed concern that Moon’s conviction on tax evasion 
charges could lead to U.S. goverament harassment and 
even persecution of other faiths. 


DECLARING HIS innocence in a July 19 statement, 
Moon accused the government of singling him out 
because of his controversial beliefs. He contends that his 
1982 conviction for failing to report $162,000 in income 
on his federal tax returns stemmed from government 
persecution. Although the money was kept in a bank 
account in his name, it actually belonged to the church, he 
said. 


“From the very beginning this was not a tax case,’’ the 
64-year-old Korean religious leader said. ‘‘I stand 
convicted for no other reason than my religious beliefs 
and practices.’’ 


Moon had remained free until all his appeals were 
exhausted. 


THE CATHOLIC League for Religious and Civil 
Rights, Bishop Ernest Unterkoefler of Charleston, S.C., 
the National Council of Churches and_ other 
denominational groups had urged the Supreme Court to 
hear an appeal by Moon. The court rejected Moon’s 
request in May, clearing the way for his imprisonment. 


The Catholic League said the Catholic Church could be 
adversely affected by the precedent set in the Moon case. 
“‘Like Unification Church leaders, Catholic leaders, such 
as bishops, often hold church property in their own 
name,’ the league said. 


The Unification Church is considered by many to be a 
cult which overly controls its members. Moon says he has 
45,000 followers in the United States and up to three 
million in 127 nations. 
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Freed missionary priest 
welcomedzd in Ireland 


DUBLIN, Ireland (NC) — Columban Father Niall 
O’Brien, cleared July 3 of charges that he took part in the 
ambush slaying of a Philippine mayor, came home to a 
. warm welcome. : 


His mother, Olivia O’Brien, was there to greet him; so 
was Cardinal Tomas O’Fiaich of Armagh, Ireland, 
politicians, reporters and crowds lining the streets of 
Dublin. 


FATHER O’BRIEN spent more than a year in a 
Philippine prison along with fellow Columban Father 
Brian Gore of Australia and six Philippine Catholic 
laymen accused of murdering Mayor Paolo Sola of 
Kabankalan. All were acquitted for lack of sufficient 
evidence. The priests told reporters July 10 that the 
military had trumped up the charges against them. 


Father O’Brien’s homecoming July 14 included a 
dinner given in his honor by the lord mayor of Dublin. 


He also was entertained by residents of Dublin’s poorer 
. neighborhoods who staged a reconstruction of his trial, 
based on scenes from television reports they had watched 
over the months. 


FATHER O’BRIEN watched the play with obvious 
enjoyment. : 

“Not too. political a piece to welcome home a 
missionary priest?’’ asked a bystander. 


‘“‘Much political involvement is engaged in by silence,’’ 
the priest said. ‘“The involvement of many church people 
in politics is frequently the act of keeping silent. They 
don’t speak out, because they are afraid of the 
consequences.”’ 


‘*HAD I kept silence in the Philippines, I would have 
been playing politics,’’ he said. 

Asked if he approved of violence in the name of justice, 
Father O’Brien said he chose non-violence. But ‘‘who am 
I to condemn a user of violent measures to get out from 
under an unbearable burden, or to acquire the right to 
food for his wife and children?’’ he asked. 


Polish bishops win amnesty 


WARSAW, Poland (NC) — Poland declared amnesty 
July 21 for 652 political prisoners, an action for which 
Poland’s Roman Catholic bishops, with the support of 
Pope John Paul II, had waged a strong campaign. 


The amnesty included. four senior advisers to 
Solidarity, the outlawed trade union, whose trial for 
subversion was adjourned June 18 in anticipation of the 
action. 


POLAND’S ROMAN Catholic leaders were pleased 
with the announcement, according to news stories, but 
cautioned that the pardon alone would not bring national 
reconciliation. 


Also included in the pardon were underground activists 
who come out of hiding and confess their activities, and 
35,000 common criminals. The action, however, does not 
extend to those persons held in connection with acts of 
high treason, espionage and sabotage. 


The Polish government said the amnesty was granted 
on humanitarian grounds and because Polish society is 
now stable enough to permit it. Western news agencies 
speculated that the government action also was taken to 
lift economic sanctions — and in the wake of the 
announcement, the United States said it was considering 
just such a move. 


POLISH BISHOPS urged the pardon for political 
prisoners after their June 21 meeting. The call was the 
most recent of several such appeals on their part. At a 
mass concluding the conference, Poland’s primate, 
Cardinal Jozef Glemp of Warsaw and Gniezno, said, 
“Responsible people on both sides recognize that the 
political prisoners must be freed as soon as possible.’’ 


Less than two weeks later, at a general audience in St. 
Peter’s Square, the pope voiced his support for the 
bishops’ call, saying he shared their concern over the 
arrests and over political repression. 


At a Mass on July 14 for 160 Polish visitors to 
Castelgandolfo, the pontiff asked in the Prayer of the

Faithful for the liberation of ‘‘all those who find 
themselves there (in prison) for ideological reasons.’’ 


POLISH GOVERNMENT officials said the pardoned 
prisoners would be released within 30 days. They also 
said that releasing the common criminals would reduce 
the country’s prison population by 40 percent. 


Two of the Solidarity advisers on trial, Jacek Kuron 
and Adam Michnik, have demanded an opportunity to 
prove their innocence. They and their fellow defendants, 
Zbigniew Romaszewski and Henryk Wujek, were leading 
members of the now-disbanded Committee for Social 
Self-Defense (KOR), a forerunner of Solidarity, who 
became top-level advisers to the union.

has given Barbara a joy and happiness. 
She was always committed to the Church, 
she noted, but by participating as she does 
she ‘‘feels good again about’’ the 
Church. 


WE ARE the parish, she said. The 
parish can become one’s family. ‘‘All my 
closest friends are from my parish,” 
Barbara said. 


The Ackermans think deacons are an 
important part of their parish. ‘“They are 
an untapped resource of spirituality,’’ she 
said. Because deacons have families, they 
can relate to family life, Tom said. Both 
believe that deacons are a tremendous 
help to parish priests and, because of the 
declining number of priests, a vital part of 
the Church. 


Although he attends charismatic 
services with his wife and will work with 
the youth at the charismatic convention in 
December, Tom doesn’t feel ready to 
accept charismatic beliefs. The healing 
services and speaking in tongues make 
him uncomfortable, he said. 


CHARISMATICS APPEAR 
dissatisfied with the Church, Tom said. 
“‘T consider myself a Christian-Catholic 
not a charismatic-Catholic.”’ 

Barbara believes the charismatic 
experience has been a step in faith for her 
husband. He has been afraid, but because 
of her support, he has participated, she 
said. ‘‘If you don’t try something, how 
will you know?’’ she queried. ‘“You can 
experience the Lord anywhere.”’ 


She has asked Tom to go with-her to 
charismatic services even if he would 
prefer not to. ‘‘I ask him to go and sit and 
be quiet.’’ He can share his feelings about 
the event with her afterward, she said. 


THE TWO are not so involved in 
Marriage Encounter or Cursillos 
anymore because they felt it was keeping 
them away from their children. 


They realized, about four years ago, 
that they had to do things with their 
children. Then, they became involved 
with youth programs. The Ackerman 
children work with their parents on the 
‘Yes’ weekends. 


‘’m not a priest,’ secretaries tell callers. 


He left the military, entered private 
business and eventually taught college 
business classes before being asked to fill 
in at Good Shepherd for the ailing parish 
secretary. 


The original secretary died and Nugent 
stayed at Good Shepherd.

Penthouse, pageant are 
similar, critic charges 


NEW YORK (NC) — Women 
Against Pornography has criticized 
Penthouse magazine and the Miss 
America pageant in connection with the 
scandal surrounding Vanessa Williams’ 
resignation as Miss America. 


Miss Williams, a member of a Catholic 
parish in suburban New York, was the 
first black to win the crown. She was the 
first contestant to resign the Miss 
America title. 


SHE RESIGNED July 23 in New 
York after it was discovered that 
Penthouse magazine was publishing nude 
photos of her and another woman in 
intimate contact. 


The 21-year-old Miss Williams said she 
was ‘‘enraged’’ after seeing the 
photographs and said she never had 
consented to their publication or use. She 
said she had been talked into appearing 
nude at age 19 and was posed with the 
other woman by the photographer, who 
said the pictures would be silhouettes. 


Women Against Pornography issued a 
press statement saying that Penthouse had 
degraded ‘‘this outspoken and talented 
woman at a time when women are 
achieving national recognition for their 
intellectual and political abilities.”’ 


THEY SAID ‘Penthouse is telling 
women that any attempt to achieve 
equality will be in vain.’ The group also 
criticized the Miss America pageant for 
‘*hypocrisy’’ in criticizing Miss Williams. 
“Like Penthouse, the pageant judges 
women on their conformity to a sexist 
physical ideal.’’ 

Although the photos were taken before 
Miss Williams won the title, it ‘“would 
seriously jeopardize and _ irrevocably 
damage’’ the pageant if she remained 
Miss America, said Albert A. Marks Jr., 
executive director of the pageant: 


Winners of the pageant must sign a 
contract guaranteeing ‘‘good moral 
character’ and pledging to do nothing 
that can be interpreted as an act of 
“moral turpitude.”’ 


MISS WILLIAMS was replaced by 
runner-up Suzette Charles, Miss New 
Jersey, who is also black. 


After the Miss America pageant last 
September Miss Williams’ mother, Helen 
Wilson, said that the new Miss America 
came from a “‘religious home,”’ but also 
said that the Church’s teaching on 
abortion ‘‘happens to be something my 
daughter and I don’t agree with.’’ The 
family has attended St. Theresa’s Parish, 
Millwood, N.Y. 


Besides his youth work, Tom does 
maintenance work at the San Diego 
Center for Children, a non-profit 
organization.

Catholic children want more children, 
new sociological study says 


By Jerry Filteau 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Catholicism 
still makes a difference in attitudes of 
American youths toward having children, 
according to a new sociological study. 


That finding has significant. pastoral 
implications for the U.S. Church, said 
Msgr. James T. McHugh, a leading 
American Catholic expert on marriage, 
family and population issues. 


THE STUDY, by sociologist Judith 
Blake, says that in comparison: with their 
non-Catholic peers, students in Catholic 
high schools and religiously active 


Catholics in public high schools tend to — 


want more children, to place greater 
value on raising children, to attach more 
importance to the role of the mother in 
the home, and to consider themselves less 
‘knowledgeable about birth control. 


On the average, for example, Catholic 
youths surveyed expected to have about 
10 percent more children than their non- 
Catholic counterparts. The more 
religious the persen considered himself or 
herself, the more likely he or she was to 
expect to have more children. Catholics in 
Catholic schools tended to expect more 
children than Catholics in public schools. 


Similarly, Catholics as a whole scored 
higher than non-Catholics in the 
importance they attached to having 
children. Among the Catholic youths, 
factors of Catholic school attendance, 
regularity of religious practice (measured 
by frequency of Mass attendance) and 
degree of. religious conviction ll 
correlated positively with the degree of 


- importance they attached to having 


children. 


MS. BLAKE, a demographer and 
sociologist at the University of Southern 
California, who is one of the leading U.S. 
experts on population and fertility data, 
reported the findings of the study in the 
June issue of Population and 
Development Review, a quarterly journal . 
of the Population Center in New York. 


The new data, gathered by the 
National Center for Education Statistics 
and the National Opinion Research 
Center, bring into question the 
widespread view of recent years that 
Catholicism has become irrelevant to the 
fertility behavior of Americans, she said. 

Msgr. McHugh, former director of 
pro-life activities for the U.S. bishops and 
currently a special adviser on population 


issues for the Holy See’s Permanent 
Observer Mission to the United Nations, 
said the findings indicate that at high 
school age, ‘‘Catholic youth are more 
susceptible to understanding and 
accepting Catholic teaching on marriage 
and parenthood than they are often given 
credit for.”’ 


IN AN interview in Washington July 
25 Msgr. McHugh said that this, in turn, 
represents ‘‘a challenge to Catholic 


~ educators.’’ 


It also means that couples and 
organizations involved in natural family 
planning ‘‘ought to put much more 
emphasis on fertility awareness at the 
high school level,’’ he said. 


He noted that Ms. Blake’s findings on 
attitudes of Catholic high schoolers 


_ toward children, family size -and the 


importance of parenthood ‘“‘are consistent 
with’’ the attitudes of leaders and couples 
in natural family planning. 


MS. BLAKE reported that the survey 
data only showed the attitudes of Catholic 
and non-Catholic high school sophomores 
and seniors in 1980. The data did not 
show whether those Catholic youths 
would subsequently ‘‘respond in their 
fertility behavior to the same social and 
economic pressures to have very small 
families that have impinged on most non- 
Catholics,’’ she said. 


“Studies, over time, of the actual 
completed fertility of Catholics and non- 
Catholics will provide the only definitive 


_ answer to the question whether being a 


Roman Catholic has become irrelevant 
for fertility behavior in the United 
States,’’ she wrote. 


Secular attitudes prevalent in U.S... 


society today and promoted by population 
control advocates tend to emphasize the 
risks and burdens of bearing and rearing 
children and the threats that children pose 


to one’s convenience, comfort and career 


opportunities, the monsignor said. 


EMPHASIS ON those factors tends to 
‘‘diminish the value of children and the 
so-called ‘natural rewards’ of | child- 
bearing,’’ he said. 


The study reported by Ms. Blake 
indicates that American Catholic youth 
“‘are not yet rigidly set in these cultural 


-attitudes,’’ he said. 


No memoirs promised from cardinal: 
he has kept records of Masses offered

ST. LOUIS (NC) — Though he has 
‘been a part of key events in church life, 
including the conclaves that elected Popes 


John Paul I and II, retired Cardinal John | 


Joseph Carberry said he does not plan to 
write his memoirs. 


Instead, he noted that he has “‘kept 
track of every single Mass I’ve said.’’ The 
total is now nearly 20,380 with details that 
fill 21 volumes. 


‘“‘AFTER I’M gone, someone will go 
through that and know where'l was’’ and 
what the outstanding events of the day 
were, he said. He recalled as one of those 
special happenings a private lunch with 
the pope five years ago. 


The cardinal, who said he expected to 
spend his entire priestly life as a parish 
curate, talked about his life as he 
approached. his 80th birthday, July 31. 
Cardinal Carberry was ordained a priest 
55 years ago and a bishop 28 years ago. 


Although he retired as archbishop of 
St. Louis in 1980, the cardinal still goes to 
the archdiocese’s Catholic Center three 
days a week to work on his ‘“‘vast 
correspondence’ and to keep up on 
canonical matters. He said he makes 
himself available to those who wish to 
consult him on church issues or spiritual 
concerns. 

IN AN interview with St. Louis 


Review, newspaper of the St. Louis 
archdiocese, he reported that his health 
has ‘improved since he suffered 
complications from minor surgery in 
1983. ‘‘It took a little while, but I finally 
got back on my feet again,”’ he said. 


In addition to his Mass record, the 
cardinal said he makes a daily accounting 
of other prayers — the rosary, sacred 
office, Scripture reading, novena prayers, 
examens and a holy hour before the 
Blessed Sacrament which he tries to make 
each day. 


The cardinal, who is noted for his 
devotion to Mary, said he is pleased by 
the reception his recently-published book 
of the rosary is receiving. 


“I USE it myself. I find it a great 
help,’’ he said, because of the 
accompanying sketches. The book is a 
series of Scripture meditations on the 
mysteries of the rosary. 


Born in 1904 in Brooklyn, N.Y., the 
cardinal studied in Rome for six years 
and was ordained there July 28, 1929. He 
served as bishop of Lafayette, Ind., and 
bishop of Columbus, Ohio, before 
becoming archbishop of St. Louis on 
March 25, 1965. The following year he 
was named to the College of Cardinals.

VATICAN CITY (NC) — The 
Olympic games are important for the 
future of the world because they show 
cooperation and understanding, Pope 
John Paul II said July 27. 


In a telegram sent to Cardinal Timothy 
Manning of Los Angeles on the eve of the 
games, the pope gave his blessing to 
everyone connected with the Olympics. 
The games began in Los Angeles July 28. 


“IT. ASK you to convey my cordial 
greetings and good wishes to all the 
organizers, participants and spectators,”’ 
the pope said. ‘‘This great event has 
significance not only for the world of sport 
as the expression of friendly athletic 
competition and the striving for human 
excellence but also for the future of the 
human community, which through sport 
gives external expression to the desire of 
all for universal cooperation and 
understanding. 


“I offer my heartiest congratulations to 
the men and women who are representing 
their countries, and I hope that at this 
worldwide encounter they will be worthy 
models of peaceful harmony and human 
fellowship,’’ he said. 


The Vatican newspaper, L ’Osservatore 
Romano, in a front-page editorial July 26 
said that despite legitimate concerns over 
commercialization and _ political 
exploitation, the games can be an 
example of international peace.

PEOPLE HAVE become aware of the needs of others 
because of SDOP, Father Brown said. More community 


cooperation has developed because of the organization’s 
efforts, he added. 


Drug use has diminished, streets have been repaired 
and are better lighted, and youth employment has 
increased, Father Brown said. People now realize these 
problems affect the entire community and not just one 
neighborhood, he said. 


Social Services Department Aide, Jerry Jones, who 
works in the building where the mural will be painted and 
was involved in the project approval drive, said he expects 
the art to show the relationship between the communities 
of Sherman and Logan Heights. The people in the area 
have a respect for works of art, he said. 


THE MURAL is ‘‘the beginning of a dream come 
true,’’ said Philomene White, vice-president of SDOP: It 
demonstrates that ‘‘together we can make a difference,”’ 
she said. 


The funds to complete the mural were donated by local 
businesses.

SANTA ANA — Elizabeth Flodin, a student from Our 
Lady of Peace Academy was among 20 chosen to serve on 
the Nordstrom Brass Plum Fashion Board, a program 
designed to give high school students an opportunity to 
participate in many of the aspects of fashion 
merchandising.

WASHINGTON — A proposal to deny federal funds 
to public schools which do not allow vocal prayer by 
students was defeated July 26 in the House, which later 
overwhemingly approved a proposal to permit ‘“‘moments 
of silent prayer.’’ The original proposal would have cut 
off federal funding from any state or local public school 
which did not allow participation in prayer by individuals 
on a voluntary basis. The amendment also prohibited 
prayer at designated times, such as during a teaching 
session, when a vocal prayer could disrupt a classroom.. 
The approved amendment seeks to ensure that “‘no state 
or local agency shall deny individuals in public schools the 
opportunity to participate in moments of silent prayer.’’

Sisters battle for custody in Australian film

NEW YORK (NC) — Careful, He 
Might Hear You (TLC-Fox) is a sensitive, 
extremely well-acted Australian film 
about a custody fight between two sisters 
over the 6-year-old son of a third sister 
who died in childbirth. 


The object of their struggle is P.S. 
(Nicholas Gledhill), so-called (his real 
name is William) because his dead 
mother referred to him as a postscript to 
her ridiculous life. His father, Logan 
(John Hargreaves), is a charming ne’er- 
do-well who drinks too much and hasn’t 
been heard of in years. 


LOGAN HAD consigned his son to the 
care of his sister-in-law Lila (Robyn 
Nevin) and her husband, George (Peter 
Whitford), a bluff, good-natured man. 


- P.S. lives happily with them in a run- 


down section of Sydney. The time is the 
early ’30s, the depths of the Depression. 


Then Lila’s sister Vanessa (Wendy 
Hughes), a wealthy and fashionable 
spinster, returns to Sydney from a long 
sojourn in England and asks for at least 
partial custody of P.S. Lila, thinking of 
the child’s good, gives in at first, but 
when it becomes evident that P.S. doesn’t 
take to life in Vanessa’s luxurious 
mansion, she defies her sister. 


Careful, He Might Hear You is a 
marvelous-looking movie thanks in large 
part to John Seale’s cinematography. 
Michael Jenkins has furnished director 
Carl Schultz with a literate adaptation of 
Sumner Locke Elliott’s novel. 


THE ACTING is first-rate, especially 
that of young Gledhill as the all-seeing 
P.S., and Ms. Hughes and Ms. Nevin as 
the contending sisters. 


The only difficulty, and it’s a 
significant one, is that the depiction of the 
relationships between the adult characters 
leaves too much to be guessed at. Sexual 
aberration, for example, figures in 
Vanessa’s character, but the film is far 
less forthcoming than it should be here. 


Then, too, the molestation of a child, 
which at the very least is implied, seems 
to be passed off far too lightly in terms of 
credibility of story and characterization. 


DESPITE THERE being at times 
considerably more heat than light in 
Careful, He Might Hear You it is still a 
rewarding film for mature viewers — 
something to enjoy, to think about and to 
discuss. 


Because it involves the less-than- 
wholesome attraction of a woman for a 
young child, Careful, He Might Hear You 
is mature fare. The U.S. Catholic

Muppets take Manhattan and Broadway

NEW YORK (NC) — In The Muppets 
Take Manhattan (Tri-Star), Kermit, 
Miss Piggy and the gang emulate Mickey 
Rooney and Judy Garland in one of their 
’40s movies and conquer Broadway with 
a senior-class musical. (But I’m not sure 
if any of Mickey’s and Judy’s successes, 
extravagant though they were, extended 
quite that far.) 


There are difficulties along the way, of 
course. When the college kids arrive in 
New York, dewy-eyed and enthusiastic, 
they find no one at all impressed with 
what they have to offer except, it seems, a 
larcenous producer (Dabney Coleman at 
his most devious) who tells them he’ll be 
delighted to put on their show if they 
come up with $300 apiece. 


THINGS GO from bad to worse. 
When their money runs out and the 
group breaks up, most of them leave the 
big city to find jobs elsewhere. : 


Kermit stays behind to keep plugging 
away at trying to sell the show. So does 
Miss Piggy, but secretly. 


Kermit had asked her to marry him 
once they made Broadway and now she 
has become jealous of the attention given 
him by a sympathetic girl (Juliana 


Donald), the daughter of Pete (Louis 
Zorich), a restaurant owner who had 
befriended the Muppets at the nadir of 
their careers. 


NEEDLESS TO say, the big break 
finally comes, but not until Kermit has 
fallen victim to amnesia and begun a 
successful career in advertising. 


The music and the production numbers 
are buoyant and entertaining. Miss 
Donald is very warm and appealing and 
makes us forget she’s not acting with a 
person but with a bit of artfully arranged 
green felt manipulated and given voice by 
Jim Henson. 


Zorich is also very good as Pete, who in 
times of crisis is prone to deliver wise 
ethnic monologues in fractured English 
(another good-natured dig at the old 
movies) that invariably leave the hearers 
totally baffled. 


THE DIRECTION is by Frank Oz 
and the script was written by Oz, Tom 
Patchett and Jay Tarses.
